The three salient features of this 
system follow to divide more equal­ 
ly the honors, giving more women 
an opportunity to derive benefits of 
leadership; insurance of health and 
scholarship of individuals concerned, 
concentration of a few rather than 
a large number of activities to lead 
to greater efficiency in the work 
done 
Dean Heppner says that the point 
system has been existent on the Ne­ 
braaka campus for six or

years and that its origin was due to 
extreme concentration of 
honors 
and officers among a limited group 
of women whew# ability was known 
generally. Th# result* were that the 
same girls were elected to offices. 
either their health or 
scholarship 
showed the effects and it was unfair 
to the large number of women who 
were equally willing to work 
but 
not so wet] known.

It is an act which should call forth sharp protect 
from every civilised country. The only offense which 
these people have committed is to request permission 
to take up their residence in the United States Psst 
on the heel* of the expected rejoinder to the Rus­ 
sian note dealing with the Chinese situation. Secre­ 
tary of State Stimson would earn the plaudits of his 
countrymen if he should warn the Soviet government 
that the laws of humanity demand that these prac­ 
tice* shall cease. To send women and children into 
a frozen waste, without adequate food, clothing, and 
fuel, Is worse than murder.

THE LAKES.” 


In Itll, at the age of 84. life closed down on Paul 
von Hindenburg a commissioned officer of Kaiser 
Wilhelm's army 
He was through with tbs service; 
had been retired upon a pension 
He had distin­ 
guished himself ss a young man In the army; had 
been wounded in battle; had displayed splendid.qual­ 
ities of leadership and murage 
Rut tile “old man'* 
was through--at *4 one is not able to stand the hard 
* 
routine of army life. 
Seven years later at 71 he wa" commander in chief 
of the German armies in the greatest war of all time 
—dealing sledge hammer blows along a wide battle­ 
front which extended through Prance and Belgium, 
trying to roll up the Allied legions which opposed his 
progress to the French capital and to the coast port# 
It was “idle talk"—the sort of chatter which is 
passed over beer tankards in th* dull pall of peace 
which carved Von Hindenberg# destiny 
As a young '.Unction. Rockne loves football for the sport which it 
man he had spent many years in hunting the lake re­ 
gion of the extreme northeast provinces of the Ger­ 
man empire 
Between shots and around the camp 
fire he had mapped out campaigns in defenae of the 
Fatherland. 
He talked of them Incessant I • in the 
presence of his companions until his troopers came 
to look upon him as a trifle woozy 
But when the 
war broke out In 1»14, and the German high com­ 
mand was casting about for someone to stem the 
Russian tidal wave pouring down from the east, it 
wa* this queer, old codger, who drew smiles and nods 
from his youthful comrade*, who wa* entrusted with 
the vitally important job 
For the man to whom life had ended that was an 
a maxing climax to a career. 
Vet the future was to 
hold even greater elements of surprise. Out of the 
stormy currents Af war failure the Oerman republic 
was launched. Egbert, its first president, died in of­ 
fice. and hi* successor was lo be chosen. When the 
nam# of Hindenberg wa* brought forward there was 
grave Apprehension in the Allied countries. Here was 
a man whose life had been interwoven with mili­ 
tarism ahJ autocracy. He had seen the first emperor 
crowned. 
He had been a loyal and devoted soldier 
of Kaiser Wilhelm. 
Surely, it wa* said, Hindenbr’-g 
had been projected as a candidate by those who fa­ 
vored a return of royalty and a re-establishment of 
the Oerman empire. 
Today. Hindenberg. at 82. as president of the Oer­ 
man republic, has contributed more than f ny other 
man In the Oerman republic. He has been its sav­ 
ior;, literally Its rock of strength. He has his people 
busy; his country organised and pushing forward. 
Germany reveals an initiative, a determination, a 
virility which cantut be found In any other country 1 t* now serving hi* second term and I* a candidate 


is, which explains to a degree, his amating aueceaa. 
He is without question one of the most colorful fig­ 
ures in American athletics, and Trail worth any sal­ 
ary which la paid him 
He has won his position of 
admiration, respect and love from rival institutions 
and coaches against big odds 
One of the penalties 
of success is criticism and Rockne got hit share of it 
--generally Undeservedly. He it a fine sportsman and 
a splendid influence in developing th e'highest type of 
manhood. 


THE SITUATION IN HAITI. 
An intimation of what would be happening in Haiti

Then martial law was declared 
by the commander of the marine corps, order re­ 
stored and business places again opened. 
Things were different a few years ago, revolutions 
occurring every few months, some of them being ac­ 
companied by terrible slaughter. President Sam, the 
I last to hold that office prior to the intervention of 
the United Statea, was dragged by a mob from the 
French consulate and literally torn to piece* by the 
infuriated .populace, after he had had scores of lead­ 
ing citizen* arrested and shot to death in prison. 
President Louis Bruno, backed by this government. 


in Europe. He is loved by his people and respected 
and admred by hi* former enemies. He still has the 
major portion of hia term of office to sen’*, so that 
when he retire* he will be nearly OO years of age. 
There ii nothing In hlatory which la more inapiring 
than the story of the old man of the lakes. 
When we hear so much said about the uselessness 
of old men. it is only necessary to recall the case of 
Hindenberg, It was the wisdom, the tolerance, the 
patience and the understanding of age which so sin­ 
gularly qualified him to be of great service to the 
German people. As a young man he was impetuous, 
and quick-tempered. It was not until he had become 
gray that he had fully acquired the lessons of re­ 
straint and discipline. In America and elsewhere, it 
is time the value of the old man was being recog­ 
nised. 
Instead of erecting barriers against him, to 
throw him out of employment, and to make him an 
object of charity when there are years of usefulness 
left to him we need to avail ourselves of his wisdom. 
This may become Youth's world in time, lf the pres­ 
ent trend continues uninterruptedly, but when it does, 
It will not be as happy or as well-managed.

tempting to stir up the populace. The course of the 
United States may be termed high handed, but It is 
the only one by which results can be obtained under 
existing conditions. These latter are constantly im­ 
proving, but in the very nature of things years must 
elapse before Haitians are capable of conducting sn 
orderly’ government without assistance.

Back-seat 
driving la no more to be desired in the commercial 
and financial world than it Is on the public highway.
